HAVE THEY MADE A “COMBINE.” 


The Union Pacific to Bulla from 
Mojave to San Francisco— 
Mutual Trackage Arrange- 
ments Made. 


At last it has leaked out that the Santa 
Fé and Union Pacific have joined hands to 
do battle against the Southern Pacific. For 
some time past, or since the new deal in the 
management of the Santa Fé took place, 
there have been rumors to the effect that 
the two companies were about to pool 
issues, but now it is believed by quite a 
number of railroad men that the new deal 
has been made, and they are also of the 
opinion that Mr. Huntington took charge of 
the Southern Pacific at the nick of time if 
he wishes to hold his own in this country. 

As the latest sensation in railroad circles 
goes, the Union Pacific will build to Lud- 
low on the line of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
which belongs to the Santa Fé Company, 
to Mojave, and w n the co 
of aline from that point to San Francisco. 
The route ; 

FROM MOJAVE TO SAN FRANCISCO 
will give both the Santa Fé and Union Pa- 
citic a direct line to San Francisco, and both 
companies will then have terminal! facilities 
in the three principal cities of California. 
In exchange for this the Santa Fé will give 
the Union Pacific free use of its line from 
Ludlow to Mojave, and also to Los Angeles 
and San Diego. The Santa Fé people real- 
ize that they must get to San Francisco in- 
dependent of the Southern Pacific, and, as 
they have always been on pleasant terms 
with the Union Pacific Company, it is not 
atall strange to see the two companies 
come together under the belief that they 
can “doup” their common enemy, for the 
Union Pacific people have determined to 
down the Southern Pacific on this coast. 
As soon as the Union Pacific people reach 
Mojave they will be able to put down track 
at a rapid rate, for they will have but little 
mountainous country to go through. It is 
estimated that this plan can be carried out 
in lese than two years, and, if it is, the 
Union Pacific will in this city 
much sooner than any one has sup- 
> The contract was made 
tween the Santa Fé. and Union Pacific 
just after President Manvel and Directors 
Magoun and Peabody visited this coast, a 
few weeks ago. It will be remembered 
that, while on their way north, these gen- 
tlemen left the train near Mojave, and 
2 several days in wagons, looking over 

desert. 


THE OBJECT OF THIS TRIP 
is now plain. They wished to look over a 


to San Francisco, and, as soon as they 
found that the road could be built at the 
price fixed by the Union Pacific, they went 
on to San Francisco, and President Man- 
vel was not at all backward about throwing 
down the glove in President Huntington’s 
presence. 

These two great railroad men both fear 
and respect esch other. Mr. Manvel looks 
on Mr. Huntiagton as the most pewerful 
railroad man iu the country, while Mr.

The 
jarring upon the nerves, caused by the 
noises of a great city, is now generally 
recognized as a serious cause of ner- 
vous diseases. Either wood, or 
asphalt, or rubber, or macadam, or any 
other comparatively noiseless pave- 
ment should certainly be preferred to 
cobble-stones, even if the cost is 
greater. Economy is an important 
item, but it is not everythiug. 


LABOUCHERE, the editor of London 
Truth, is one of the few English jour- 
nalists who can afford to say just what 
he thinks. He affirms that England is 
returning to Gladstone—that by leaps 
and bounds every constituency that 
fell away from the true faith’’ in 
1886 is, as it gets a chance, declaring 
for Mr. Gladstone. He says: 


lf there were a general election we should 
Sweep the country. And for that very reason 
there is not likely to be an election for some 
time. To my thinking. there is something 
unutterably base in a government ciinging 
on to office when they know that they 
are loathed by the majority of the nation 
for whom they affect to speak. If it were 
not that the Septennial Act aflixes a limit to 
their greed for salary, and to their defiance 
of the nation, a revolution would not only 
be justifiable—it would be a duty. 


A SPECIAL dispatch from our corre- 
spondent, Jayhawker, announces 
that Mr. Morrow, not being eligible for 
a judgeship, because he voted for the 
bill creating additional circuit judges, 
has authorized his friends to an- 
nounce him as a candidate for Gov- 
ernor on the Republican ticket. It is 
also announced that his candidacy will 
be advocated by the friends of Senator 
Stanford; that Stanford will not be a 
candidate for reélection, and that 
Backley is willing to elect a Republican 
Governor in exchange for the Legisla- 
ture.

AN IMPRACTICABLE SCHEME, 


It does not need much reflection to 
see how many abuses might creep into 
the scheme for government loins to 
farmers, advocated by Mr. Stanford, 
and for which he has introduced a bill 


85 |in the Senate. It is proposed that the 


Government make loans on land ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars in value, 
the loan to be not more than half the 
assessed value of the land, repayable 
in twenty years, or sooner, at two per 
cent. per annum interest. 

While, at the first glance, this might 
be considered an excellent thing for 
the farmers, a little consideration will 
show that the burden which would 
likely be thrown upon the Governmen: 
through the manipulation of this sys- 
tem by speculators might largely in- 
crease taxation and injure those whom 
it is designed to benefit. The plan offers 
fartoo many inducements for fraud, 
and might swampeven so wealthy a gov- 
ernment as that of the United States. 
Tue loan being fixed on the assess- 
ment value, it would be in the interest 
of the person desiring a loan to have 
his land assessed as high as possible. 
This would also be in the interest of 
the county, and it would therefore be 
no very dificult matter to get county 
assessors to see the matter in a con- 
venient light. Duriog boom times 
there would be no need of any such 
understanding. The actual market 
value of the land would be bigh, 
although perhaps not of such great 
intrinsic value as agricultural land. 
It would, therefore, be quite within 
the range of possibility for aman to 
borrow from the Government on his 
land more than it was really worth, or 
than it could be sold for at a forced 
sale. 

Again, in this State, as in some 

others, mortgages are taxed. The 
county tax in Los Angeles county has 
been about 14 per cent., which we pre- 
sume the Government, as a mortgagee, 
would have to pay, like any private 
citizen. This would leave the Govern- 
ment one-hali of 1 per cent. a year, 
gross, from which heavy expenses for 
surveys, estimates and clerical work 
would have to be deducted. 
Once more, what is to prevent specu- 
lators from taking up large tracts of 
timber and other land, in the names of 
dummy locators, as they are constantly 
doing, cutting the timber, and then, 
after getting the cleared land assessed 
at good round figures, mortgaging it to 
the Government for ten times what it 

There would certainly be a big rush 
for cheap lands, in the improbable 
case that this bill should pass. 
There would also be a remark- 
ably sudden rise in the assessed 
value of such lands, and a simul- 
taneous call upon the Government for 
loans. The next thing that might be 
expected to happen would be that the 
Government would find itself with a 
large area of its own domain upon its 


world in far shorter time than any- 


hands, acquired at very high figures, 
not to mention the legal expenses of 
foreclosure, After this we should not 
need to worry ourselves about the 
surplus any more, 
The scheme is impracticable on the 
face of it, and it is difficult to imagine 
that it could be surrounded with 
sufficient safeguards to make it other- 
wise than a very dangorous experi- 
ment. It will capture the Nationalists 
and needy farmers, but outside of 
those classes this long step im the di- 
rection of paternal government is not 
at all likely to meet with approval. 
Like Bellamy’s, it is one of those 
pretty theories which look well on 
paper, but could only be successfully 
carried out under a condition of so- 
ciety more perfect than any which at 
present exists upon the globe. 

Itis along step in the direction of 
over- government. We are governed too 
much.“ Shall we encourage the peo- 
ple of free America, whose distinguish- 
ing characteristic has been their self- 
dependence, to let go their grip and 
become dépendents upon the bounty of 
government? We have always been 
fond of considering the American citi- 
zen as a fyll-grown man, not as a tot- 
tering child. 


PLANT EUCALYPTUS TREES. 


The months of May and June are 
the best season for planting groves or 
avenues of gum trees. Two quarts of 
water are sufficient to start a tree; and 
after the first year the trees take care 
of themselves, requiring no further care 
or attention, no more outlay for either 
cultivating or irrigating. Oranges ex- 
cepted, there is no crop so profitable 
as blue gums. Eucalyptus trees, 4 
years old, yield 40 to 60 cords of 
wood to the acre, at $6 per cord stand- 
ing, or $7 per cord cut into four-foot 
te ground. The income, 
therefdreg is $240 to 8860 per acre for 
the four years’ growth, or $60 to $90 
per acre a year. Immediately after a 
forest is cut down a new growth 
arises spontaneously, much more vig- 
orous than the first growth, on account 
of the large roots already formed. 
The trees set out this month will grow 
to a height of five to eight feet before 
next winter, when they will resist all 
the frost of our clinrate. The cost of 
planting the trees is small. If the 
rows are ten feet apart, and the young 
trees four feet distant in the rows, it 
takes 1100 trees tothe acre. The cost 
of young trees, ten inches high, is 60 
cents a hundred, or $6.60 per.acre. The 
wood makes excellent fuel, valuable 


steam boilers and manufacturing char- 
coal. The eucalyptus is a beautiful, 
evergreen tree, and on account of its 
grayish, abundant foliage, and erect, 
gigantic growth, is a valuable orna- 
ment to our landscape, if planted along 
streets and avenues for shade. Groves 
and lines of gum trees make wind- 
breaks, and are potent factors in 
changing our climate, and affording 
shelter and protection to young or- 
chards. 

There are thousands of acres of land 
all around us that do not even realize 
an income sufficient to pay taxes, be- 
cause uncultivated. On such lands 
fans should be planted. If the

_ WASHINGTON (D. C.). May 22.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Senate.—A 
message was presented from the Presi-

tions had answered that to gold and 
silver belonged the royal attribute of 
money. Mr. Daniel ridiculed the idea 
of an avalanche of silvercrushing down 
upon the United States in case of the 


coinage of silver. It was 
obvious, he said, that silver 
money abroad would not come to 
the United States mint, and 


it was also obvious that there was no 
such annual production of silver in 


the world (3142,000.000 worth, of which | 


all but $51,000,000 worth was now 


~ coined), as to cause any fear on that 


score. ‘There, was only one other point 
of apprehension, that there was an 
accumulated stock of silver that would 
rush to America as soon as the mint 
was opened to free coinage, and this 
was answered by the Secretary of the 
Treasury himself, who stated in his 
report, There is no known accumula- 
tion of silver bullion anywhere in the 
world.“ All silver should be re- 


admitted to free coinage, and all silver 


being so admitted to a value equal 
with gold, it was most reasonable to 
conclude that as soon as there was a 
restoration of silver to its ancient 
plane of money dignity, and thus an 
enlargement of the world’s volume of 
money, the prices of those things that 
had gone down with its decline would 
again have a tendency to rise with its 


"ascension. 


At the close of Mr. Daniel’s speech 
the Silver Bill was laid aside without 
action, and amendments to the Naval 
Appropriation Bill were agreed to.

Mr. Henderson of IIlinois, chairman 
of the Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors, explained the provisions of the 
Dill, saying it appropriated 520.932, 000, 
based upon estimates aggregating 839, 
500,000. He believed there was no 
money that went out of the Treasury 
that was so much in the interest of the 
people as money expended in the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors. 

Mr. Blanchard of Louisiana spoke 
in favor of river and harbor bills, 
contending that they did more to solve 
the problem of cheap transportation 
than all the interstate commerce bills 
that could be passed. The fact that a 
great and disastrous flood had recently 
occurred in the lower Mississippi Val- 
ley was a sufficient excuse, if one were 
needed, for calling the attention of the 
House to the requirements of that 
stream. It was time Congress should 
be waking up to the idea that some- 
thing sbould be done to harness the 
waters of the Mississippi. That river 
was too great a national feature to be 
handled by a State or an aggregation 


of States. The time had come 
when Congress should appropriate 
money, not only for improving 


navigation of the river, but for the pur- 
pose of preventing floods. The late 
flood had not demonstrated that the 
levee system was a failure, but that an 
adequate system of levees would pre- 
vent floods, and the plece-meal system, 
which the impoverished States of the 
South were able to carry on, was not 
sufficient to prevent inundation. 

Mr. Catchings of Mississippi spoke 
in the same vein.

One of the best methods of decreas- 
ing the codlin moth in apple orchards 
is toallow the hogs to roam at will 
among the trees, but, in very large or- 
chards, the hog, not being very alert, 
is apt to miss many of the fallen ap- 
ples, allowing the larvæ to escape.
